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Applicant's Amendment filed February 6, 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 7 and 8 
are canceled. Claims 1, 6, 9 and 10 remain under consideration. 

In the last Office Action the active claims were provisionally rejected on the 
ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting over various claims in four 
co-pending applications. 

Applicant has presently elected to hold these issues in abeyance. 

The active claims in the last Office Action were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. It was 
asserted there are no working examples directed to a treatment modality of any airway 
disorder. Applicant has not described with sufficient clarity a proton pump inhibitor for 
treating airway disorders. (The Examiner regrets the inadvertent typographical error in 
that the rejection of claims 1 and 7- "15" should have been - 1-10 --.) 

Applicant argues the amendment to claim 1 wherein the deletion of "proton pump 
inhibitor" and the insertion of 5-difluoromethoxy-2-[(3,4-dimethoxy-2- 
pyrinyl)methylsulphinyl]-1 H-benzimidazole therefor conveys to a person of ordinary skill 
in the art that the inventor had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant's argument is not persuasive for the reasons of record. The rejection 
of claims 1, 6, 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,6,7 and 9 that were rejected in 
the last Office Action under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meier et al., 
Digestive Diseases and Sciences , have been considered but are moot in view of the 
new ground of rejection. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Cuppoletti, J., U.S. Patent 6,159,968. 

Cuppoletti teaches the administration of pantoprazole, and isomers or 
physiologically acceptable salts thereof, in the treatment of the airway disorder cystic 
fibrosis. See columns 11-13 where various pharmaceutical compositions are disclosed. 

No claim is allowed.
